ALLIED FLEET 


LONDON, March 29.—The African 
liner Falaba, with a hundred and forty, 
passengers was torpedoed by a Ger­ 
man submarine Sunday, the admiralty 
announces. 
Eight ol tile passengers 
and crew were drowned. The survivors 
reached Cardiff 
today. The 
vessel, 
Hie tirst big liner submarined, was 
attacked off Milforhaven, Wales, a for­ 
tified harbor north of Bristol Channel. 
When Captian Toft sighted the peri­ 
scope the submarine signaled to the

The passengers were not all off be­ 
fore torpedoes were launched.
